law .” 
Under these circum stances it is worth 
the while o f every housew ife to em ­ 
ploy the very little care that is neces­ 
sary to keep so dangerous ;m elem ent 
from the food of her family. 
A pure cream of tartar baking pow ­ 
der, which is the only kind that should 
he used, ought to cost about forty-five 
to fifty eents a pound. Therefor**, if 
you are paying mueh less, som ething 
is wrong; if you are paying tw enty- 
five eents or less per pound, the pow­ 
der is certainly made from alum. 
A lw ays hear these sim ple facts in 
mind when purchasing baking powder.

To the questions. Is tin* Customs 
Tariff the mother of trusts, as yvas as 
sorted by Mr, Havemeyer? and Would 
the repeal of protective duties on aril 
cles controlled 
by trusts render the 
success of trusts Impossible in this 
country? 
one of the most thoughtful 
answers yet given by any of our pub­ 
lic men is that 
of 
Representative 
Tawney of Minnesota, which Is printed 
in the current issue of the American 
Economist. 
Mr. Tawney. a eonspicu 
ous member of the house committee 
on ways and mqans, of which the late 
Nelson 
Dlngley 
was chairman, 
and 
which 
formulated 
and 
framed 
the 
Dlngley tariff’ law, 
Is 
a 
man 
who 
evidently 
thinks before talking. 
In 
this respect he differs quite radically 
from certain other Minnesota talkers 
and writers, who are strenuous advo­ 
cates of the repeal of protective duties 
as a means of smashing the trusts. Idx- 
statesmen who never had any reputa­ 
tion for brains and editors more or 
less Influenced by commercial consid­ 
erations take a flying Jump and land 
squarely upon the conclusion that by 
tiny removal of protection the trust 
problem is at once solved. 
To Jump at 
a conclusion la the easiest of till ways 
out of a perplexing dilemma. 
It re­ 
quires little thought and less knowl 
edge. 
But Is the trust question so easily 
settled as 
all 
this? 
Representative 
Tawney thinks it iH not. Briefly stated, 
his presentment of the proposition is 
this: 
The repeal of the protective tar­ 
iff as a means of smashing the trusts 
would be either absolutely worthless 
or else absolutely destructive. 
If, as Is 
claimed by all 
free-traders, 
by all 
mugwumps, and by a few' 
wabbling 
protectionists, the 
protective 
policy 
has outlived 
its 
usefulness 
in the 
United States, and Is no longer neces­ 
sary in order to enable our domestic 
industries to compete with 
foreign 
production, then, as Mr. Tawney clear­ 
ly points out, the repeal of protective 
duties would accomplish nothing In re­ 
straint or control of trusts. 
It would 
be a worthless remedy, for the trusts 
would continue the even tenor of their 
way, just as though nothing had hap­ 
pened. 
If, on the contrary, protection Is es 
sential as a means of assuring the pos­ 
session of the great home market to 
the domestic producer, then the 
re­ 
moval of protection would, while un­ 
doubtedly smashing the trusts, at the 
same time smash our vast industrial 
system, and by so doing would drive 
domestic production out of the field 
and leave our consumers wholly at the 
mercy of foreign trusts not amenable 
to regulation and control through the 
operation of our domestic laws. 
Such is the alternative. 
Either pro­ 
tection is or is not needed. 
Either the 
trusts of the United States could get 
along equally well without It, or else 
Its repeal would wreck the domestic 
trusts and also wreck 
domestic In­ 
dustries. 
This 
is 
a consummation 
which might prove acceptable to f r e e ­ 
traders and mugwumps; 
but 
would 
It prove acceptable to the country as 
a whole? 
Half hearted protectionist 
writerR and ex-statesmen 
who think 
they think 
would 
do 
well to follow 
representative T aw ney’s example, and 
give this question serious considera­ 
tion before they become so cocksure of 
having solved the trust problem by the 
abandonment of protection.

To the questions, Is the Customs 
Tariff the mother of trusts, us was as­ 
serted by Mr. Havemeyer? and Would 
the repeal of protective duties on arti­ 
cles controlled by trusts render the 
success of trusts Impossible in this 
country? 
one of the most thoughtful 
answers yet given by any of our pub­ 
lic men is that 
of 
Representative* 
Tawney of Minnesota, which is printed 
in the current issue of the American 
Economist. 
Mr. Tawney, a conspicu­ 
ous member of the? house committee 
on ways and mqans, of which the late 
Nelson Dlngley was chairman, 
and 
which 
formulated 
and framed the 
Dlngley tariff law, 
Is a 
man 
who 
evidently thinks before talking. 
In 
this respect he differs quite radically 
from certain other Minnesota talkers 
and waiters, who are strenuous advo­ 
cates of the repeal of protective duties 
as a means of smashing the trusts. Ex­ 
statesmen who never had any reputa­ 
tion for brains and editors more or 
less Influenced by commercial consid­ 
erations take a flying jump and land 
squarely upon the conclusion that by 
tho removal of protection the trust 
problem is at once solved. To Jump at 
a conclusion is the easiest of all ways 
out of a perplexing dilemma. 
It re­ 
quires little thought and less knowl­ 
edge. 
But is the trust question so easily 
settled as 
all 
this? 
Representative 
Tawney thinks it is not. Briefly stated, 
his presentment of the proposition is 
this; 
The repeal of the protective ta r­ 
iff as a means of smashing the trusts 
would be either absolutely worthless 
or else absolutely destructive. If, as Is 
claimed by all 
free-traders, by all 
mugwumps, and by a few wabbling 
protectionists, the protective 
policy 
has outlived 
its 
usefulness 
In the 
United States, and is no longer neees 
sary in order to enable our domestic 
industries to compete with 
foreign 
production, then, as Mr. Tawney clear­ 
ly points out, the repeal of protective 
duties would accomplish nothing In re­ 
straint or control of trusts. 
It would 
be a worthless remedy, for the trusts 
would continue the even tenor of their 
way, Just us though nothing had hap 
pened. 
If, on the contrary, protection Is es­ 
sential as a means of assuring the pos­ 
session of the great home market to 
the domestic producer, then the 
re­ 
moval of protection would, while un 
doubtedly smashing the trusts, at the 
same time smash our vast Industrial 
system, and by so doing would drive 
domestic production out of the field 
and leave our consumers wholly at tho 
mercy of foreign trusts not amenable 
to regulation and control through the 
operation of our domestic laws. 
Such Is the alternative. 
Either pro 
tection Is or is not needed. 
Either the 
trusts of the United States could get 
along equally well without it, or else 
Its repeal would wreck the domestic 
trusts and also wreck 
domestic in­ 
dustries. 
This 
is 
a consummation 
which might prove acceptable to free­ 
traders and mugwumps; 
but would 
it prove acceptable to the country as 
a whole? 
Half-hearted protectionist 
writers and ex-statesmen who think 
they think would do well to follow 
representative Tawney’s example, and 
give this question serious considera­ 
tion before they become so cocksure of 
having solved the trust problem by the 
abandonment of protection.

The attempt will he made, however, 
but there is every reason to hope that 
tho American people will not be led 
astray, but will Intelligently conclude 
that the policy that brought prosperity 
before 1892 and restored it Iii 1897 Is 
good for the country and should he 
permanently 
maintained.

RETURN OF CONFIDENCE. 


I t Vamo A bout Moiety T h ro u g h th e Iten- 
to ratio n of th e Policy of Protection. 
Home people are foolish enough to 
believe that the present happy condi­ 
tion of affairs is attributable to tho 
restoration of financial confidence, but 
it requires no special ueumen to dis­ 
cover that this confidence rested on 
the belief that protection would set 
Hie wheels of Industry in motion, 
lf 
tho fact were otherwise it would long 
since have disappeared, for it must not 
be forgotten that there lias been no 
monetary legislation since til*! election 
of President McKinley urn! that our 
monetary system remains practically 
in the same state that it was when 
Cleveland falsi ly held It 
responsible 
for the disasters which the carrying 
out of bis un-American free-trade pol­ 
icy brought on the country. 
It is true 
there is a largely increased stock of 
gold In the United States, hut no legis­ 
lation touching the standard or man­ 
ipulation by the treasury has brought 
about that result. 
Protection did it by 
largely increasing the favorable trade 
balance. 
By diminishing our imports 
and increasing our exports we have ac­ 
complished what, no legal regulation 
of the standard could 
have accom­ 
plished. 
By sticking to protection we 
have kept out of, or at least lessened, 
our indebtedness to foreigners, 
and 
thus we have made it impossible for 
them to force us to yield up any more 
of our gold than we find It profitable 
or convenient to part with. 
Protection Is entitled to credit for 
this result, hut Its enemies, under the 
guise of monetary reformers, are seek­ 
ing to obscure the fact. They will not 
succeed, however, because the Ameri­ 
can people are acute enough to discern 
these facts, which stand out plainly; 
First.—That In 1892, when protec­ 
tion was in full blast, “the business of 
the country was 
in 
a 
provokingly 
healthy condition.” 
Second.—That 
during 
the years 
while free-trade was Impending and In 
force, that is. between the fall of 1892 
• and 1891, a disastrous depression set 
in and continued, during which bauk-

Convincing as this fact mav tie, it 
is not the only proof of tho soundness 
of Senator Hanshrnugh’s conviction re­ 
garding the relation of trusts and the 
tariff, 
Trusts In Great Britain do not 
fear external competition so long as 
they are able to control domestic com­ 
petition. 
To control domestic compe­ 
tition is much easier In a free-trade 
country than in a country where pro­ 
tection nets as a perpetual stimulus to 
internal competition. If the truth were 
known there are trusts In the United 
States to-day that would welcome the 
repeal of all protective duties as 
the 
surest safeguard against the greatest 
menace to their successful operation — 
the menace of new competitors. They 
are not disturbed at the prospect of in­ 
jurious foreign competition tinder free 
trade. 
Competition of that kind could 
he easily met by reducing the cost of 
production 
that 
is, 
by 
reducing 
wages. 
Protection being abolished and 
wages having been reduced, it would 
lie plain sailing for the trusts. 
No; 
Hie repeal of protective duties would 
not smash tin* trusts. 
The things cer­ 
tain to be smashed In such a contin­ 
gency would be the American standard 
of wages and Un* American standard of 
living. 


No Natl*lying T hem . 
Bryan newspapers in out-of-the-way 
places are copying th^ figures of a New 
York paper showing that the Increase 
in the prices of fifty or sixty articles 
since January I, 1897, has been 28 per 
cent. 
Thereupon 
a

cause the advance In price*, which be­ 
gins with those who raise cattle. Lum­ 
ber Is much higher than two years ago. 
but there Is no lumber trust, and the 
tariff cannot 
materially 
affect 
the 
price, so that the Increase may be a t­ 
tributed to the scarcity and the great­ 
ly increased demand. In 1896 Mr. Bry­ 
an and his satellites went up and down 
the country declaring that aa long a* 
the 
gold 
standard 
prevailed 
prices 
would decline, and there would be no 
profit In trade and no activity In pro­ 
duction and trade. The gold standard 
prevailed, and now these same men 
are pitying the poor and denouncing 
the trusts and the tariff because prices 
have advanced.

Alfalfa in tin* Yakima Valley. 
Alfalfa was known 
more than 
two thousand years ago. The Greeks 
and Romans greatly appreciated its 
merits, and since that time it has in 
creased in value, until now, it is al 
most a necessity and is raised in 
£vcry part of the world where it is 
jK)ssible for it to thrive. 
At the 
time of the Spanish conquest it was 
introduced into Mexico, thence into 
South America, Chili, and in 1854 
California and Washington made its 
acquaintance. 
The climate and soil in the Yakima 
valley, Washington, are especially 
adapted for the successful growing 
of this plant, closely allied to the 
clover family as it is, but serving as 
a finer fodder. 
One of the most at­ 
tractive features of the Yakima, 
from April to December, inclusive, 
is the beautiful, dark, rich green 
of the alfalfa fields. 
Five dollars an 
acre will usually cover the cost of 
seeding, while it is sold at $5.00 a 
ton for feed and $9.00 when baled, 
and as the atmosphere is so dry and 
warm, barns are unnecessary for 
storage. 
If, after each cutting, the fields 
an* irrigated, a crop of from two to 
three tons per acre may be harvest­ 
ed every six weeks during the sum 
mer. 
Usually it is so arranged that 
a sixty acre field can keep a haying 
outfit busy during the entire season, 
as one part of tin* field will be in 
blossom while another is being cut, 
and still another part growing up. 
The cause of this rapid succession of 
crops is that the roots grow to be 
several inches in circumference, and 
extend downward almost indefinite­ 
ly until water is reached. 
Thus in a 
porous and deep soil such as is found 
in the Yakima, they will sometimes 
sink to a depth of twenty-five feet 
or more. Some almost fabulous tales 
are told of miners corning across old 
alfalfa roots which have supposedly 
extended downwards hundreds of 
feet. 
Nevertheless, alfalfa, on ac­ 
count of its rapid growth, and the 
small cost of originally starting a 
field and ever afterwards harvesting 
from the first seeding, has become 
one of the most popular, if not the 
most popular branch of farming in 
flu* great and fertile Yakima Valley.

Alfalfa in the Yakima Valley. 
Alfalfa was known more than 
two thousand years ago. The Greeks 
and Romans greatly appreciated its 
merits, and since that time it has in­ 
creased in value, until now, it is al­ 
most a necessity and is raised in 
dvery part of the world where it is 
possible for it to thrive. 
At the 
time of the Spanish conquest it was 
introduced into Mexico, thence into 
South America, Chili, and in 1864 
California and Washington made its 
acquaintance. 
The climate aud soil in the Yakima 
valley, Washington, are especially 
adapted for the successful growing 
of this plant, closely allied to the 
clover family as it is, but serving as 
a finer fodder. 
One of the most at­ 
tractive features of the Yakima, 
from April to December, inclusive, 
is the beautiful, dark, rich green 
of the alfalfa fields. 
Five dollars an 
acre will usually cover the cost of 
seeding, while it is sold at $5.00 a 
ton for feed and $9.00 when baled, 
and as the atmosphere is so dry and 
warm, barns are unnecessary for 
storage. 
If, after each cutting, the fields 
are irrigated, a crop of from two to 
three tons per acre may be harvest­ 
ed every six weeks during the sum­ 
mer. 
Usually it is so arranged that 
a sixty acre field can keep a haying 
outfit busy during the entire season, 
as one part of the field will be in 
blossom while another is being cut, 
and still another part growing up. 
The cause of this rapid succession of 
crops is that the roots grow to be 
several inches in circumference, and 
extend downward almost indefinite­ 
ly until water is reached. 
Thus in a 
porous and deep soil such as is found 
in the Yakima, they will sometimes 
sink to a depth of twenty-five feet 
or more. Some almost fabulous tales 
are told of miners coming across old 
alfalfa roots which have supposedly 
extended downwards hundreds of 
feet. 
Nevertheless, alfalfa, on ac­ 
count of its rapid growth, and the 
small cost of originally starting a 
field and ever afterwards harvesting 
from the first seeding, has become 
one of the most popular, if not the 
most popular branch of farming in 
the great and fertile Yakima Valley.

A truck load of boxes containing 
thousands 
of 
pairs 
of 
thick-soled, 
white-edged shoes, such as are worn by 
Chinamen, were recently stacked in 
the storeroom of a wholesale dealer in 
oriental goods in New York. 
“Are 
these shoes made In this country?” in­ 
quired the writer, as he looked at a 
part of the stock displayed to view in 
an open box. 
“No,” replied the mer­ 
chant, “ they all come from Canton, 
where they are made by hand. 
Be­ 
tween 150,000 and 200,000 pairs of such 
shoes are annually imported by some 
half-dozen wholesale houses, mostly in 
New York. 
From this city the shoes 
are distributed to hundreds of retailers 
of oriental goods throughout the south, 
east and west, where they are sold to 
all classes of Mhinamen at from $1 to 
$2 per pair, according to the quality 
and finish. 
The methods employed in 
the manufacture of Chinese shoes are 
ingenious and interesting. The bottom 
soles are made from ten to fifteen lay­ 
ers of very thin leather placed one 
upon another, making a built-up sole. 
This sole is stitched 
through 
and 
through in many places on regular 
lines, giving the bottom of the sole a 
sort of quilted effect. 
This work is 
neatly and trimly done even on the 
cheapest shoes, and when the sewing is 
completed a white material resembling 
plaster 1h applied to the edges of the 
sole. 
When the white edge of the 
shoe, which 
is extremely hard, be­ 
comes soiled it can be cleaned and 
whitened again by rubbing it with a 
damp eloth. 
The top or upper of the 
Chinese shoe is usually of cloth, silk 
or satin, and the lining is always of the 
same material. 
Velvet 
is, 
however, 
often used on the top, cut in patterns 
that are laid over the body of the shoe, 
which may be of silk or satin in some 
bright color, while the velvet may be 
of black, producing a picturesque and 
striking appearance. Such shoes, when 
embroidered, are only worn by persons 
of rank, and cost from $5 to $25.”—* 
Washington Star.

SHOES OF CHINESE. 


H O W

A truck load of boxes containing 
thousands 
of 
pairs 
of 
thick-soled, 
white-edged shoes, such as are worn by 
Chinamen, were recently stacked In 
the storeroom of a wholesale dealer in 
oriental goods in New York. 
“Are 
these shoes made in this country?” in­ 
quired the writer, as he looked a t a 
part of the stock displayed to view in 
an open box. 
“No,” replied the m er­ 
chant, “ they all come from Canton, 
where they are made by hand. 
Be­ 
tween 150,000 an$ 200,000 pairs of such 
shoes are annually imported by some 
half-dozen wholesale houses, mostly in 
New York. 
From this city the shoes 
are distributed to hundreds of retailers 
of oriental goods throughout the south, 
east and west, where they are sold to 
all classes of Chinamen a t from $1 to 
$3 per pair, according to the quality 
and finish. 
The methods employed In 
the m anufacture of Chinese shoes are 
ingenious and interesting. The bottom 
soles are made from ten to fifteen lay­ 
ers of very thin leather placed one 
upon another, making a built-up sole. 
This sole is stitched 
through 
and 
through in many places on regular 
lines, giving the bottom of the sole a 
sort of quilted effect. 
This work is 
neatly and trim ly done even on the 
cheapest shoes, and when the sewing is 
completed a white m aterial resembling 
plaster is applied to the edges of the 
sole. 
W hen the white edge of the 
shoe, which is extremely hard, be­ 
comes soiled it can be cleaned and 
whitened again by rubbing It with a 
damp cloth. 
The top or upper of the 
Chinese shoe is usually of cloth, silk 
or satin, and the lining is always of the 
same material. 
Velvet 
is, 
however, 
often used on the top, cut in patterns 
that are laid over the body of the shoe, 
which may be of silk or satin in some 
bright color, while the velvet may be 
of black, producing a picturesque and 
striking appearance. Such shoes, when 
embroidered, are only worn by persons 
of rank, and cost from $5 to |25.”—* 
W ashington Star.

Augusta Alsmeyer, of 3426 Blair ave­ 
nue, this week received from Manila a 
pretty sample of Filipino handiw ork in 
the shape of a gorgeous fan. The send­ 
er is a friend of Miss Alsmeyer, Mr. 
Valentine Frank, of Company E, Sixth 
United States artillery, attached to the 
Eighth arm y corps. The fan is a dain­ 
ty piece of work, and dem onstrates 
that the inhabitants of Uncle Sam’s 
distant possessions are fully as well 
versed in the art of devising pretty and 
valuable ornam ents as are the Jap an ­ 
ese. their work resem bling much that 
of the inhabitants of the little empire 
as regards the peculiarity of artistic 
conception and oddness. 
The fan is 
made to fold. The handle and separat 
ing parts are made of frail 
ivory 
daintily carved. 
Inserted into the end 
of each is the feather of a swan, at the 
end of which is the gorgeous tip of 
peacock feather, altogether forming an 
attractively beautiful blending of nat 
ural colors. 
Perhaps the m ost beauti 
ful piece of work in the construction of 
the fan lies in the 
swan 
feathers 
Woven into these slender feathers are 
variegated threads, form ing fantastic 
figuring of flowers, 
personages 
and 
leaves. 
In the center of the right side 
of the fan is woven am ong the feath 
ors a picture representing a man and 
woman picking fruit. 
Into this one 
picture alone is introduced an am az­ 
ing woof of colors, varied as those of
